London, Lee. 28. 
Britiiin .and the United States have not 
yet reached a common basis of understanding relative to Free­ 
dom o f the seas. t With an agreem ent achieved on every essen­ 
tial ol a league of Nations, leaders of the two great English 
speaking democracies are today striving for a solution of the 
second most important factor in the peace negotiations. 
The basic friendship with which the two nations are ap­ 
proaching the subject cannot be questioned. 
But Great Brit­ 
ain, as well as America, is frankly taking into account the mate­ 
rial factors in the case. 
From a very high British official the United Press today ob­ 
tained the following outline of the British point of view 
with 
permission to present the statem ents as authoritatively repre­ 
senting the attitude of the British government. 
Great Britain is absolutely convinced that no international 
authority on the sea is able to take the place of the British navy 
in safeguarding British interests. 
The government agrees readily to drastic retrenchm ents in 
the building program, providing other powers do likewise. 
The government wishes to start this 
retrenchment by 
the 
sinking of the surrendered German fleet. 
It wants the opportunity to maintain its own navy at the 
sm allest nnssible strength consistent with the safety of its mer­ 
cantile marine, and its colonies and dependencies scattered over 
the world. 
It insists the British navy is only a defensive weap­ 
on and cannot be used aggressively and therefore is not a threat 
to the rest of the world. 
Aside from these facts, the adm iralty naturally is keenly 
considering the purpose behind the new naval program. Frankly. 
the adm iralty— in the light of its own conception of Great Brit­ 
ain’s necessity for m aintaining the preponderance of 
its 
own 
navy— fails to see the object in Am erica’s proposed great increase 
in building.
